I . GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

THE GA OCT. 12 HEARD VIEWS ON BENIN, BURUNDI, 

BOTSWANA. SURINAM. ANGOLA. LIBYA. FIJI, AND SAO TOME AND 
PRINCIPE. CHAD EXERCISED RIGHT OF REPLY. ANTI-AMERICAN 
INVECTIVE HIGHLIGHTED LIBYAN FOREIGN MINISTER'S SPEECH. 

ANGOLAN STATEMENT WAS CHARACTERIZED BY MILITARY, ANTI- 
AMERICA, ANTI- "IMPERIALIST" RHETORIC. A MINUTE OF 
SOLENCE WAS OBSERVED IN TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY OF THE 
LATE PRESIDENT OF YEMEN, AND REPRESENTATIVES OF REGIONAL 
GROUPS EXPRESSED CONDOLENCES. THE PRESIDENT OF NIGERIA 
WILL ADDRESS THE GA OCT. 13, AND OTHER SPEAKERS WILL BE 
CAPE VERDE, LESOTHO, SWAZILAND, EQUATORIAL GUINEA, 

SENEGAL, MALL CAMEROON, SOMALIA AND ALGERIA. 

BENIN - FOREIGN MINISTER ALLAYDAYE'S GA ADDRESS. 

CHARACTERIZED BY BY ANTI-IMPERIALIST RHETORIC, BEGAN WITH 
CONDEMNATION OF AGGRESSION AGAINST BENIN BY INTERNATIONAL 
MERCENARIES ARMED BY IMPERIALIST POWERS IN COLLUTION WITH 
FELLOW AFRICAN NATIONS AS ACCOMPLICES. ALL STATES SHOULD 
CARRY OUT EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO COMBAT ACTS OF MERCENARIES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND THEIR SUPPORTERS. SPEECH ALSO DWELLED ON SAHARA QUESTION, 

WITH STRONG ATTACKS ON MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA: ZIMBABWE: ALLAYDAYE STATES ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN 
REPRESENTS SOME PROGRESS, BUT DOES NOT ADDRESS FUNDAMENTAL 
PROBLEMS OF DISSOLVING SMITH REBEL ARMY AND ESTABLISHMENT OF 
MAJORITY RULE. PATRIOTIC FRONT. AUTHENTHIC REPRESENTATIVE OF 
PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE. MUST DECIDE UTILITY OF PLAN. 

NAMIBIA: FIVE-POWER INITIATIVE MUST TAKE INTO ACCOUNT VIEWS 
OF SWAPO AND FOLLOW RESOLUTION 385. PRE-CONDITION TO NAMIBIAN 
ELECTIONS IS WITHDRAWAL OF SOUTH AFRICAN ADMINISTRATIVE AND

EIGHTEEN DELEGATIONS CALLED FOR SELF-DETERMINATION IN SOUTHERN

MADAGASCAR SAID IT WAS UNFORTUNATE THAT THE

PEOPLE OF GDR HAD IRREVOCABLY OPTED FOR SOCIALISM 
AND THAT THE REPUBLIC WAS A CONSTITUENT PART OF THE 
SOCIALIST COMMUNITY. ATTEMPTS TO DISREGARD THAT FACT 
ENDANGERED PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE. LOBYA AND ISRAEL 
CONTINUED TO VIOLATE THE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 
AND ARMED STRUGGLE WAS THE ONLY ANSWER. IRAQ SAID THAT 
BRITAIN HAD CONSPIRED AFTER THE FIRST WORLD WAR WITH THE 
US, SHIRKED ITS RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE MANDATE OF PALESTINE, 

AND PAVED THE WAY FOR THE CREATION OF THE "ZIONIST ENTITY." 

KENYA HOPED THAT THE UK/US PROPOSAL ON THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF MAJORITY RULE IN ZIMBABWE WOULD BEAR FRUIT. HE FELT 
THAT BOTH ISRAEL AND A PALESTINIAN STATE COULD COEXIST IN 
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PEACE. 

USSR COMMENTED IT SEEMED CERTAIN THAT WESTERN STATES 
INTENDED TO CONTINUE THEIR CO-OPERATION WITH THE RACIST 
REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. USSR WOULD CONTINUE TO SUPPLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AID TO THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA. THE SOVIET UNION SUPPORTED THE WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM 
ALL ARAB TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1967 AND THE RIGHT OF THE 
ARAB PEOPLE OF PALESTINE TO ESBALISH THEIR OWN STATE.

COMBAT RACISM AND A RACIAL DISCRIMINATION TO BE HELD IN 1978. 

AS TO VENUE OF THE CONFERENCE, GENEVA AND NEW YORK WERE 
THE MAIN SITES BEING CONSIDERED. IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION 
FROM CYPRUS, HE SAID THE TERM "FOREIGN OCCUPATION" USUALLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IMPLIED THE "PHYSICAL PRESENCE" OF A FOREIGN POWER IN THE 
TERRITORY, WHEREAS "ALIEN DOMINATION" HAD A WIDER MEANING, 
SINCE IT COULD REFER TO STRONG POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
INFLUENCE, EVEN IF THE FOREIGN POWER WAS NOT PRESENT. 

4. COMMITTEE 5 - SECRETARIAT COMPOSITION, JIU 

THE COMMITTEE COMPLETED DISCUSSION OCT. 12 OF REPORTS 
OF THE JOINT INSPECTION UNIT (JIU) AND WITHOUT OBJECTION 
NOTED JIU'S REPORT, SYG'S REPORT ON IMPLEMENTATION OF JIU 
RECOMMENDATIONS AND ACABQ REPORTS. USYG DAVIDSON COMMENTED 
ON SOME QUESTIONS RAISED. CUNNINGHAM SAID THE INFORMATION 
PROVIDED OFFERED ENCOURAGING EVIDENCE OF THE EFFECTIVENESS 
OF JIU'S WORL. HE HOPED OBSTACLES TO SELECTION OF NEW 
INSPECTORS AT THIS GA WOULD BE SPEEDILY SURMOUNTED. INDIA 
INTRODUCED REVISED FIVE-POWER DRAFT RESOLUTION CALLING ON 
THE SYG "TO REDOUBLE HIS EFFORTS FOR EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTA- 
TION" OF PAST GA RESOLUTIONS ON PERSONNEL QUESTIONS, IN- 
:)7$8,& - 1976 CALL FOR STEPS TO IMPROVE THE GEOGRAPHICAL, 

SEX AND AGE BALANCE OF THE SECRETARIAT (L.7/REV.1). KENYA, 
ANOTHER SPONSOR, DESCRIBED ITA S A COMPROMISE TEXT. PAKISTAN 
SUGGESTED REWORDING IT TO MAKE IT LESS "SEVER" ON THE SYG. 

THE COMMITTEE ALSO RECEIVED TWO OTHER PROPOSALS: 1) NEPAL'S 
(L. 8/REV. 1) CALLING FOR THE SUBMISSION TO THE NEXT GA OF 
THE VIEWS OF UN STAFF MEMBERS ON HOW THE CAN INTENSIFY 
THEIR EFFORTS TO CONTRIBUTE TOWARD THE ATTAINMENT OF THE 
AIMS OF THE UN CHARTER, AND ON HOW STAFF MORALE CAN BE 
IMPROVED TO THAT END; AND 2) BARBADOS DRAFT (L.9) CALLING 
FOR A SERIES OF ACTIONS TO RECRUIT YOUNG PEOPLE AND WOMEN 
FOR THE SECRETARIAT AND FOR SETTING MINIMUM ANNUAL RECRUIT- 
MENT TARGETS FOR NEW STAFF BY NATIONALITY, AGE AND SEX. 
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5. COMMITTEE 6 - HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICTS 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OF ITEM ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICTS OCT. 12 AND HEARD SHORT 
STATEMENTS BY CHILE, EL SALVADOR, POLAND, BYELORUSSIA, 
MONGOLIA, SWEDEN, JAPAN AND GREECE, WITH ALL SPEAKERS 
SUPPORTING THE TWO PROTOCOLS ADOPTED AT THE RED CROSS 
CONFERENCE. (USUN 3726) 

6. COMMITTEE ON ISRAELI PRACTICES - 

THE COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE ISRAELI PRACTICES 
AFFECTING THE HUMAN RIGHTS OF THE POPULATION OF THE 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES HEARD FURTHER TESTIMONY FROM WITNESSES 
OCT. 1 1. AT THE OUTSET, PROFESSOR QUIGLEY OF OHIO STATE 
UNIVERSITY CONCLUDED HIS TESTIMONY ANSWERING QUESTIONS 
ADDRESSED TO HIM OCT. 10 BY ACTING CHAIRMAN BOHTE (YUGO- 
SLAVIA) CONCERNING THE OBJECTIVITY OF HIS ORGANIZATION AND 
HIS OPINIONS ON THE RELEVANCE OF ISRAELI ACTIONS TO THE 
FOURTH GENEVA CONVENTION. QUIGLEY NOTED HIS TESTIMONY REPRE- 
SENTED HIS OWN VIEWS RATHER THAN THE VIEWS OF THE NATIONAL 
LAWYERS' GUILD WHICH WAS DIVIDED ON THE ISSUE. PRESENTATIONS 
WERE ALSO MADE BY REV. L. HUMPHREY WAT.Z (AN AMERICAN CLERGY- 
MAN), BY BARBARA SHAFER (AN AMERICAN FREE-LANCE JOURNALIST), 
AND BY DENIS PAYOT AND LAURENT MOUTINOT OF THE SWISS LEAGUE 
FOR HUMAN RIGHTS. 

REV. WALZ TESTIFIED THAT THE US STATE DEPARTMENT WAS 
AWARE OF ISRAELI VIOLATIONS OF THE RIGHTS OF PEOPLE IN THE 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES NOTING A HUMAN RIGHTS REPORT SUBMITTED 
TO THE US CONGRESS BY THE STATE DEPARTMENT, EXCERPTS OF WHICH 
WERE CONTAINED IN A PREPARED STATEMENT HE HAD SUBMITTED TO 
THE COMMITTEE BEFORE TODAY'S MEETING. ON ISRAELI DEPORTATION 
PRACTICES HE SAID HE HAD SECURED A LIST GATHERED FROM 25 
SOURCES OF 1 136 DEPORTEES. THE BEST DOCUMENTED OF THESE WERE 
THOSE IN A LIST OF 136 PREPARED BY DR. ANN LESCH OF THE FORD 
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FOUNDATION. WALZ NOTED HE WAS PERSONALLY ACQUANTED WITH A 
FEW WEST BANKERS WHO HAD BEEN DEPORTED (SUCH AS ANTON 
ATALLAH, FORMER DIRECTOR OF THE ARAB LAND BANK AND FORMER 
PERM REP OF JORDAN TO THE UN). THE REST OF HIS TESTIMONY 
(ON DISPLACEMENT OF PERSONS, PROPERTY CONFISCATION, AND ISRAELI 
LEGAL PRACTICE) WAS LARGELY GLEAMED FROM NEWSPAPER ARTICLES 
AND FONSEKA (SRI LANKA) MADE SEVERAL REQUESTS FOR MORE DETAIL 
AND BETTER SOURCING, WHICH WALZ WAS UNABLE TO PROVIDE.

BARBARA SHAFER FOCUSED ON ISRAELI EVICTION 

PRACTICES TOWARDS PALESTINIANS (NOTABLY IN THE JEWISH QUARTER 
OF OLD JERUSALEM AND IN AREAS OF ISRAELI SETTLEMENTS 
ON THE WEST BANK). SHE ALSO NOTED THE DEMOLITION OF 
PALESTINIAN HOMES IN THE GAZA STRIP. SHAFER SHOWED SEVERAL 
SLIDES OF ISRAELI SETTLEMENTS ON THE WEST BANK AND NOTED 
HER "IMPRESSION OF PERMANENCE" OF THESE SETTLEMENTS. WHICH 
NUMBERED 58 BY HER COUNT. DENIS PAYOT AND LAURENT MOUTINOT 
TRAVELED THROUGHOUT THE WEST BANK FROM JUNE 26 TO JULY 2 OF 
THIS YEAR. THEY SPOKE WITH WEST BANK MAYORS, CITY OFFICIALS 
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AND THE GENERAL PUBLIC. THEY FOUND MANY ISRAELI PRACTICES 
TO BE IN VIOLATION OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS ON 
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THE WEST BANK. THEY ENUMERATED IN THEIR REPORT EXAMPLES OF 
TORTURE USED BY ISRAELIS ON PALESTINIAN PRISONERS AND 
NOTED THAT THEIR CRITERION FOR ACCEPTING SUCH EXAMPLES WAS 
HEARING THE SAME ITEM FROM THREE DIFFERENT SOURCES. MOUTINOT 
OFFERED ONLY A FEW SPECIFIC SOURCES FOR THE SEVERAL ITEMS 
IN THE LEAGUE'S REPORT AND FONSEKA REMARKED SEVERAL 
TIMES OF THE GENERAL NATURE OF THE ALLEGATIONS AND ON THE 
NEED FOR SPECIFIC "EVIDENCE" IN ORDER FOR THE COMMITTEE 
TO PURSUE ITS WORK. 

7. APARTHEID COMMITTEE DAY OF SOLIDARITY - 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID OCT. 12 CONCLUDED 
OBSERVANCE OF THE DAY OF SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTH AFRICAN 
POLITICAL PRISONERS. HEARING FURTHER STATEMENTS BY 
REPRESENTATIVES OF GOVERNMENTS, ORGANIZATIONS AND THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. MARGO PICKEN OF AMNESTY 
INTERNATIONAL SAID THAT ALMOST ALL THE KNOWN LEADERS OF THE 
BLACK COMMUNITY HAD BEEN ARRESTED. BANNED OR OTHERWISE 
RESTRUCTED. DOLGUCHITS (BYELORUSSIA) HOPED THAT A RESOLU- 
TION PUT FORWARD BY HIS DELEGATION LAST GA, CALLING FOR 
THE RELEASE OF PRISONERS AND DETAINEES, WOULD BE ADOPTED 
AT THIS GA. HOMER IACK OF THE WORLD CONFERENCE ON RELIGION 
AND PEACE URGED ISRAEL TO "CEASE AND DESIST" FROM ITS MORAL, 
CULTURAL, ECONOMIC AND MILITARY SUPPORT OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

JOHNSTON MAKATINI OF THE AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
SOUTH AFRICA (ANC) NOTED RESOLUTIONS DECLARING THE LEGITI- 
MACY OF THE ARMED STRUGGLE TO END APARTHEID AND BRING ABOUT 
"THE SEIZURE OF POWER BY THE PEOPLE" OF SOUTH AFRICA. HE 
REMARKED THAT SOME OF THOSE "PREACHING PACIFISM TO US" 
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WERE ARMING SOUTH AFRICA AND SUPPLYING IT WITH THE TECHNICAL 
KNOWLEDGE TO PRODUCE "AN APARTHEID ATOMIC BOMB." ALARCON 
(CUBA) SAID THE UN SHOULD CONDEMN "THE IMPERIALIST 
POWERS" GIVING POLITICAL, FINANCIAL, MILITARY AND OTHER 
AID TO THE PRETORIA REGIME. ELIAS NTLOEDIBE OF THE PAN 
AFRICANIST CONGRESS OF AZANIA (PAC) CALLEF KOR ACTION BY THE 
UN THE APPLY ECONOMIC, DIPLOMATIC, TRADE AND MILITARY 
SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. A TOTAL OF 45 SPEAKERS 
PARTICIPATED IN THE TWO-DAY OBSERVANCE.
